One reason for tie Govern- 
thent’s hesitation to make re- 
guiations. stiffer is the pos- 
sible deterrent effect on im- 
migration of doctors, espetial- 
ly from the Anglo-Saxon coun- 
tries, This contingency might, 
however, be forestalied by 
granting exemptions to physi- 
cians invited to immigrate.

Peace and China 

It is axiomatic that the 
peace of Asia, perhaps of the 
world, depends on convincing 
China that she has nothing to 
fear from “the Western impe- 
rialists”.-and that she and 
they, however different their 
political creeds, can deal 
freely and normally with each 
other. No less certain does it 
seem that for Britain to with- 
draw recognition could only 
drive China more deeply into 
Russia's arms and widen the 
gulf between the two world 
blécs. 

However futile Great Bri- 
tain’s recognition of China 
May seem at present, it does 
constitute a link between Pek- 
ing and the West, a line of 
approach to China which, with 
wise diplomacy, might yet be 
strengthened tc enabie Great 
Britain to use her unequalled 
experience of the Far East for 
the benefits of aii.
